The Council, including representatives from the Department of
Agriculture, the Game and Parks Commission and the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, would meet to make recommendations, develop
a statewide adaptive plan, serve as a forum for discussion, assist with public outreach and provide information to the Legislature.
Because LB 391 does not specify that a particular state agency will house the council or provide research and administrative support to
the council, it is estimated that the only cost to state agencies would be staff time to participate on the council.

LB 391 creates the Nebraska Invasive Species Council. Section 3 of the bill shows the
makeup of the council. Section 4 lists the duties of the council including developing a
statewide adaptive management plan for invasive species. The plan is to be updated at least
once every three years following its initial development and submitted to the Governor and
the Agriculture Committee of the Legislature. The council shall also submit an annual
report of its activities by December 15 of each year.

IT the department is required to provide support beyond being a member of the council, there
will be a need for a source of funding to support what the department is asked or required

to do for the Council.

The proposed legislation creates and defines the powers and duties of the Nebraska Invasive Species Council, The

purﬁose of the Cauncil is to deveIoP_ and periodically update a statewide adaptive management plan for invasive species
In the state. Invasive species are defined as aquatic or terrestrial organisms not native to the region that cause economic
or hiological harm and are capable of spreading to new areas, but does not include livestock, honey bees, intentionally

planted agronomic crops or nonnative organisms that do not cause economic or hiological harm.

The Game and Parks Commission will have one designated representative appointed to the Council. No specific number
of meetings or locations of meetings are outlined for the Council. Depending upon the number and location of meetings,
the agency may have an increase in travel related expenses. The duties to be undertaken would replace or augment
current coordination efforts taking place so any increased travel expenses are thought to be minimal.

Any proposed management strategies developed by this Council that would impact lands owned or controlled by the

Commission could result in increased expenditures. Since these potential impacts are unknown, no fiscal impact will be
estimated for this bill.
